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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1. The terminal disclaimer filed on February 5, 2004 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of US 6,034,194 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In response to the Amendment received on February 5 th , 2004, the examiner has 
carefully considered the amendments. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 2nd 
paragraph for claims 48, 54, and 59-61 have been overcome by the amendment and has 
hereby been withdrawn for consideration. 

EXAMINER' S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner' s amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner' s amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Lawrence Perry on April 15, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows- 

In claim 60, line 1, please delete the preamble: " The composition of claim 
54" and insert in its place the preamble: " The assembly of claim 54," . 
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In claim 61, line 1 please delete the preamble: " The composition of claim 
55" and insert in its place the preamble: " The assembly of claim 55," . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 48, 50-51, 54-57, and 59-61 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: The 
reasons for allowance of the above listed claims in the examiners opinion that one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not have expected to find an initial adhesion value of at 
least 115 lbs and a post pressure cooker adhesion of less than 83 lbs when curing a 
silica die as defined by the instant claim 48 using a liquid maleimide containing 
composition in the presence of a peroxide cure initiator for one minute at a temperature 
of about 200 °C. Although the prior art teaches using maleimide containing adhesive 
compositions to bond a variety of substrates including silica dies with Ag coated frames 
having similar adhesion values, the prior art fails to teach any such adhesives that 
provide said adhesion values after curing for 1 minute at a temperature of 200 °C, 
wherein the prior art temperatures and times are much higher, such as temperatures 
greater than 240 °C and times from 5 minutes to several hours. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
